Tlio Bank of Engiand originated in 
the brain of William Pator.son, a 
Scotchiiiaii-bettiT known, jiorliaps, as 
the organizer and loader of the ill fated 
Darien expedition. It commenced 
buaineaa in 1694, its charter- .vhich 
was in the lirst instance ' granted for 
eleven years only--bearing dato July 
•.!7 of that year. Tho charter has been 
from time to time renewed, the last re- 
newal liaving taken place in 1811. 
The original capital of tbo bank was 
but .£1,200,000, and it carried on its 
business in a single room in jSlercers' 
hall, wii,h a stall' of lifty-four clerks. 
liVoin .so small a beginning h.as grown 
the pi-i'Mcnt gigantic estalilishmmit, 
which covers nearly three acres, and 
(Mnploys in town and country nearly 
you ollicials. All bank of l^nglaiul 
notes are printed in the bank itself. 
Six |>rinting presfos are in eonsttint 
openition, the same iiiarhine printing 
first the particulars of value, signature, 
etc., and the nunibor of the notes in 
con.sci'iitive order. Tho printing pri ss 
CH are Jso const riicted as to re^i.-ter 
eaoh note printed, so that the niHchiiie 
itself indicates automatically how 
many notes have imssi'd through it. Thn 
av(!rage proiluction of iiote.s is 00,000 
a day, iind aWout the same number are 
pri^seiited in the same time for pay- 
ment. The "Library" or cancelled notes 
is not to bo coiifoumlcd with the bank 
library proper—is situated in the bank 
vaults, and we arc indebted to the 
courtesy of the bank note librarian f,ir 
the following curious and interesting 
stali?i!ies v.'^oi'ci iier his stock. Tlie 
stock of said notes for live yeans — thi? 
period during which, as before stated, 
the notes are reserved for reference — • 
is ibout 77,7 l.'),000 in number. They 
fill l;i. 100 lii.xes about IS inches long, 
K.) wide and 9 deep. .-Xs each day aild.s 
about liftv thon.saiiil notes to tlie nnm- 
l)i!r, it is i.ecess.iry to tind some means 
of d(!Hiroyiiig those which have paK.sed 
their allot !;o(t torin of )>rc.servatioii. 
This is doiio by lire, about four hun- 
dred ihinisaiidji o.es liaiiig^burnt at one 
tiinij in a furnace s])(H:ially constructed 
for that purpose. Formerly, from some 
])eculiarity in tho ink with which tin- 
notes were printed, the cremated notes 
burnt into a solid blue clinker; but tho 
comiioailion of th(! ink has been altered, 
iiiiil the paper burnt to a fine gray ash. 
Tiie fames of the burning paper are ex- 
tremely diMisc and pungiuit; and to pre- 
vent any nuisance arising from this 
cause, the process of cremation is car- 
ried out at dead of night, when the city 
is comparatively deasrtcd. Kurt her in 
order to mitigate tho density of the 
fumes, they are made to ascend through 
a shower of falling water, the chimney 
shaft being fitted with a Rjieeial shower- 
bath arrangement for the purpose' The 
stock of gold in the bullion vault var- 
ies from one to three million pounTls 
sterling. The bars are laiil side by side 
on small Hat trucks or barrows carry- 
ing 100 liars each, in a glass ease in 
this vault, is seen a portion of tin? war 
indemnity paid by King ('oflee, of 
Aslmnttio, consisting of gold ornainenLs, 
a little short of standard fineness. The 
safe guards against robbery, either by 
force or fraud, are ni.my and elaboratly, 
.^t night the hank is guarded at all ac- 
ce.ssihlu points by an ample military 
force. In the event of attack from with- 
out, there are sliding galleries which 
can be thrust out from the roof, and 
which would enabhi a body of sharp 
shnotc^rs to ral{e the streets in all direc- 
tion. I'V'W ptrople ate awai-e that the 
Hank of l']ngland contains within Us 
walls a graveyard, but such is neverthe- 
less the fact. Tho Gordon riots in 
1 7.S0,fluring wdiich the bank was attack- 
ed by a mob, called attention to the 
necessity for strengthening its di.'fenci^s. 
Competent anthorities advised lint an 
adjoining church, rejoicing in the ap 
propriate name of St. (Jhristoiiher le- 
Stocks, was in a military sense a 
.source of danger, and accordingly an 
act of parliament wtis passed to enable 
the directors to parchu-se the church 
and its appurtnnniices. T'ho old church 
yaril, tastefully laiil out, now forms 
what is known as the bank "garden," 
the linnih-iome "(Joiirt room" or "IJjink 
parlor," aliiil ting on one of its sides. 
Therty is a magnificent lime tree, one 
of ihc largest in Lontloii, in the centre 
of the .garden, and tradition states tlial 
under 'this tree a former clerk of the 
bank, eight feet luLdi, lies buried.

TjONdoN', Feb. "22. — Tho Nationalist

If the Nat 
ionaiist papers do not moderate their 
tone a press censorship for Ireland is 
not improbable. •

London, Feb. 22. — Tho news from 
Australia concerning the recent annex- 
ations of Germany in the Pacific is 
very distjuioting. It is moro than hint- 
ed at that if ICngland refuses to regard 
the welfare of hi'r distant de[iendeiicii's, 
the aaidjdistant dupendeiicies will have 
to take caro of thtnustdves, ami, as a 
lirst step, will declare for independ- 
ence. Tho bill of iiiilietni(!iit against 
Lord Derby, whom the iMrlliourne .\r 
gus calls "unpatriotic and cnwaidlicii-t- 
eil," is a strong one. At the roiivention 
i-e|iri)s(int.ing all the .i\ ustrala.sian tiov- 
ernmeiits, Indiiat Sydney last year, it is 
resolved "tiiat further aciiuisition of 
dominion in the Western Pacific .■•oiith 
of tho ecjiialor by any foreign pown- 
would he hi^jhly detrimenlal to ihr 
safety and well-doing .if llio Kriti.-di 
possessions in Aii.st ralasia, and injnri 
ous to the interests of the I'hiipire." In 
reply on May 9, 18S4, Lord |)erliy as-

lidingly left the Mother t'ountry, 
through the Colonial UHice, the con- 
summate in our behalf the act nf an- 
nexation, which in our weakness wr 
had vainly tritid to accniniilish." Wiif^n 
Parliament meets it is proposed to 
carry a ptaition to thi' throne for tin- 
dismissal of the ('olonial Socri-t.-irv, 
and if the request be ilisri'g;irdi'il, it is 
openly stated that a movement in fav- 
or of independence would be pop- 
ular.

Prosidout Clovoland bofuro inaugur- 
nt-iuii ducliiruJ himself an oppunuut of sil- 
vur coin.ii;u, having ovon bcfoi-o hia iu- 
aiiguratioii givon his views in a Icttor to 
Mr. Wurnor. Tliia branch of his [iiilicy 
will probably (,'roatly disturb hia iiilhionco 
with Olio suutioii of the duinocratic party, 
■while it will nioet tho favor of a certain 
nuinbor of republicans. Provioua to the 
elbotion tliat quL'stion was Bubordinatod to 
other issviea, but luuv attention ia cuncou- 
tratod upon it and divers opinions are on- 
tortained aa to tho probable result of such 
a olian^o in the monetary systoiu of the 
country. Aa far as can be judj^od from 
tho outside, thu feeliiif,' in favor of tho 
clianyo is conlined to the oastorn capi- 
talists, oapocially tho Wall street oper- 
ators. In tho west and among a large 
class in the oast it is believed that tho 
donioniilizatiiMi of silver would be fol- 
lowed by a BeridUH ilisturliaiice in values, 
that i.» a depreciation in the value of pro- 
perty and a corroaponding iiicroaae in tho 
value of all forma of iiidebtodnoss. One 
of our exchanges puts it in this way: "It 
is a plan to make a debtor pay a larger 
sum in satisfaction of a debt than lio 
agreed to pay. Tho number of dollars 
will not be ciianged in a note or bond, 
but if the gold policy should be adopted 
a greater amount of labor would be in- 
vested in a dollar; moro land would be sold 
for a certain number of dollars, more 
wheat, moro cattle, more work." An 
nearly one-half the moiiey of tho world ia 
silvei', a rueasiire which would take from 
its value aa currency would reduce the 
circulating medium by one-half, and one 
of the firat results of this would bo a re- 
duction in wages. At 'least bo say tho 
opponents of silver demoiuitization, ad- 
ding that cheap labor and dear money arc 
tho natural accomplialiinonta of froe trade. 
Of the latter principle Clovoland ia, of 
courrto, the avowed exiionont in tho 
United Statea, and it is reasonable to ex- 
pect that ho will attempt no material 
changes in tho commercial policy of tho 
eountry. Tho ropublican.s, wlio for tho 
most part are protootioniats, have a ma- 
jority of at Jeaat ai.x in the senate so that 
nothing will bo conceded without stub- 
born fighting, but after an absence from 
oflico of twenty-four years it woula bo 
surprising if the democrata did not do 
Buniething to signalize their roinstato- 
inent.

(I ir- 
field'.s ,i(idresses wi>re sclinlarly and ex- 
haustive. Cleveland'.t ia a model of tera(!- 
iiess. i']vory "live" subject is touched 
upon and yet the address consumes barely 
a column and a-half of space. Chinese 
immigration ha.s not an advocate in the 
now president; he favors civil aervico re- 
form and a readj uatment of the reveiHio 
laws vvhioh, means, it is presiiinod, a re- 
laxation of customa duties. Hia policy — 
or, rather, tho democratic policy — he de- 
clares to ho a policy of peace, avoiding 
foreign entanglements or alliances. The 
speech frcun beginning te end i.s admir- 
able. Thori^ is little to find fault with, 
but there ia much to cotnnioiid.

To iiii; KDnoii:— A public mooting, 
covenod by our worthy mayor, at the re- 
quest of a number of citixeiis, is to behold 
this evening for the purpose of consider- 
ing tho report of the commisaioiiorB on 
the Chinese (|iU!Stion. It u needle.'is to 
urge the import.'MJce of tlio rjueation on 
which the eiti/.ens will bo cilled upon to 
expreaa, by resoluliuna, their opiuioiia. 
What is more to tho point is, that time 
and energy should not bo wasted by being 
misdirected. Every one knows that 
what the gre,-it majority of tho citizens 
moat desire ia that every Chinaman 
should 1)0 turned out of tho province; 
what they inaiat upon is, that no moro 
should be allowed to come in. Wo foar 
that for tho moment no restrictive moa- 
BureSj of any practicable value, can bo ex- 
pected. Tho attorney general distinctly 
stated, when the subject came bofuro tho 
proviuei.-U legislature this Buninior that 
Sir .Inhn Macdonald eunside'red any such 
legislation unconatilutional . .Sucli being 
tho case, it would be useless to try and 
force the hands of tho Dominion govorn- 
; mont, until, perhaps after sumo futuru 
■ generation, a moro oven balancing of 
n.'irtios gjyea greater weight to the small 
handful of reiiresentativea from liritish 
Columbia. The rojiort of the coininis- 
aioners itself, however, suggests how tho 
samo ond may possibly bo attained by a 
different road. It reconnnends reatric- 
tive legislation in the direction of provid- 
ing greater police and sanitary regula- 
tions, to prevent crime and diseanu among 
them. In other words, wo cannot hope 
to civilize the "liuatlien Ghiiioe," but by 
the help of proper police 'andi8anitary. ro- 
gulations, enforced with vigilance and 
rigor,"wo may suoceed in making him live 
as if ho were civilized: l!y so dolrfg, 
though tho irritation hia mere, prcseiico 
eauaea to .a o('rtain pfirtioii of' the com- 
munity may nut bi! diminisiied, .loli)), iit 
all events, \>n\\ become lens of a 8«ordb>^ 
danger to all.

happy Iiopo may bo ontortaiiiod that, 
tired of compulsory decency, he may seek 
some other land ill which, with mure lib- 
erty, ho may be allowed to indulge his 
pot weaknesses, living in filth by thtft. 
i'riscui and sanitary regulatiiuia are most 
elastic terms, and there are feiv thingx 
appertaining to'overy day life, that can- 
not bo brought within their grasj). .'sani- 
tary regulations may ruquiru the abol- 
ishing of tho rookeries, in which ihe Chi 
11030 aro packed, tugether like sheep in ;i 
pen. rreniiaea may have, on the sarnu 
aec"iM>f, 'ii bi' |.iMif eliein Vaeeiualiun 
may have to bo mack- obligatory. Sick- 
ness, of a serious nature, may have, to be 
reported to the authuritioa, au that it io.ay 
ho ascertained whether, or not, it i.s in- 
foclicms. On the other hand, witii in- 
creaned powers and redoubled vigilance, 
the police will hunt down the owners and 
koo[iora of inijiroper houses, of gambling 
holla and of opium dens. Scuiie system, 
no doubt, will suggest itself for tho more 
ofToctual detection of pilfering and more 
olloctivo punishment bo inllicted for the 
ofTonco. Thu syatem of dupositing the 
dead and dying in tho public streets, so 
as to avoid the cost of interment, will [iru- 
bably bo rigorously dealt with. rcrson- 
ation to avoid taxation will be mure closely 
looked after. In a word, the Chinese 
ought in future to bo aa carefully watclu-d 
as if they were on ticket of leave, Klmuld 
these steps bo taken, and the magistrates 
effectually back up tho zeal of the 
police and sanitary ullieers. wo may hoiio 
before long to ace tho Ohine.M' iiui-ance, 
if not completely abateil, al all event;,, 
considerably diminished.

With him 
AJ isH 1 1 iingerford jfell in love, and 
al)0ut 1859 married hini. Not long 
after his daughter's niiarriago the little 
shop closed one dny and the proprietor 
took his kit, went to "the Bay," and re- 
sumed business at the old st^nd- -a 
chair in Oiprico's shop. The inarriago 
did not turn out very well. The c-loctor 
drank a good deal and spent lii.s money 
and it is feared neglected his young 
wife. Eva, tlu; future Prince.sa Colonna, 
was born in 18G0 in tho rear of the 
little slab-sided drug store standing in 
a cluster of pines in Navada Oity. The 
doctor went to the dogs so fast that in 
18(14, he died. 

The widow set in to earn her own 
living. She wa.4 energetic and willing 
to do anything to su|)port herself and 
child, She (irst took charge as' a sort of 
upper chambermaid of a miners' lodg- 
ing-house. This way, of course, beneath 
her, and she sought soniething else. 
Fiaally, .John W. \\'alker, of Virginia, 
su])crinteiident of the Bullion niiuo, 
gave hor employment as a kind of gov- 
erness and ^seamstress in his family. 
This was in 1865. Working in tho Bul- 
lion mine at that time as a conniion 
minor at §4 per day was the grc^at mil- 
lionaire of to-day, .fohn W. Mackay. 
Mackay was a v.'arm-hearted, irnj)ulHive 
young Iribliman, and an industrious 
miner. Soon after Mrs. Bryant went 
to live in the superintendent's family 
Mackay was promoted to bo foreman of 
the mine, an{l in that way came to see 
more or less of liia eiu])loyor'.'j family. 

.MACICAY WAS NOT lUCIf. 

then nor was he more than reasonably 
prosi)erous for six years after, lie 
n>ade a great deal of nionoyr, in the 
Grown Point excitement .ii,lS7"3^ ;iby» 
which Senator Joncg grew S(5;3Ejipi^'?;bufct 
the great masses of his wealth did not 
■ coiueuntil 1875, when the gvent Bonan- 
za, in which he had a two-fifths inter- 
est, was 'jncovercil. iNIackay wa.'j fond 
of his intellegtint and ambitious wife, 
and very, .iftdulgent. .Her , family she 
provided for among the first thing.s. 
• Siie bnrnnd up her father's kit of tools, 
.l^ughfc him some good .vclothes, gave 
liim money to buy, tJ>e?ip5Bj^*''cup, which 
llio old gontleuiftb li^i%rown a little 



fond, aud paid hifl board in San Fran- 
ci.seo. Last fall shu caused him to be 
dubbed by tlie title of "Colonel," l)as- 
ed upon sonic vague tradition tluiL in 
tho dim past he had been somctlaiig or 
iu tho !Me.\.ican war. Mrs. Maekay al- 
so took her sister to live with hor, and 
tho two wore together until, a few 
yrars later, in the di/.zy whirl of Paria- 
iau society to wluoh they liail been 
transalaU'd, tho younger lady met tlio 
d:i:';'!i!ig »'oiinfc Telfenor of Italy aud 
married him. 

Happily for the sister, who was 
wholly de|)endent, Telfoner was enor- 
mously rich. Though o!;' tin; Italian 
nobility, his liouse is not ipiiie so an- 
cient or ari.stocratic as that of his fu- 
ture kinsman of Oulomuu Indfcil, tbn 
titular honours which aiipeml to the 
Count are of but recent origin, they 
having bosn conferred upon the Count 
himself I by King llumb(a-t, oslcnsibly 
because of "distingui.slicd si'rviecs in 
the civil administrations and devc^lop 
ment of the kingdom," but really be 
cause of the very handsome sum 
paid into tho royal treasury. Telfoner 
had become very rich by building rail- 
roads in Italy and contracting for oth- 
er public works, and the King allowed 
him to buy a title. 

Mrs. ^Mackay has not hei-ii on tln^ 
Pacific coast since her de-parture for 
Paris ten yoars ago, but soon after 
their marriage the Count and Countess 
Telfener visited San I'Vaneisco with 
^Ir. .Mackay and Colonel Hungcford, 
but neither the C'ouiil ess !ior L" doneh-al 1- 
od upon their old fiiemls. Tlic colonel 
is now (piitu whitu and portly and very 
dignified-looking It is uudaratood 
here from Mr. Mackay's friends that 
the princely grooni recognized that hi.s 
bride has no legal rights to either dort- 
er or to share in Mackav's estates, but 
an agreement has l)f>en made by which 
two wealthy I'elativi-s of the pi'incn 
and Mr. ^\b^ck^' will I'uuli eoul ributi: a 
sufficient amount to secure the young 
couple a princely income.
